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IDSBURY’S QUOTA 
FOR NINTH LOAN 
SET AT $123,000 


Unit Headquarters Again 
At C. E. Reiber’s Office 


According to word received by C. 
E. Reiber, Unit Organizer for this 
district, the quota for Didsbury and 
district in the coming Ninth Victory 
Loan has been set by provincial 
headquarters at $123,000. 


This is by far the largest quota 
set since the Victory Loans were 
issued, but local War Finance Com- 
mittee officials are confident that 
the quota can be reached. 

The quota for this district in the 
Eighth Victory Loan was $100,000, 
but when all returns were tabulat- 
ed it was revealed that the quota 
had been exceeded by $15,000.

The Ninth Victory Loan opens on 
Monday, October 22nd, and you are 
urged to prepare now to buy all 
the bonds you can afford. If the 
victory loan salesman does not call

Instalment buyers are reminded 
that there will be no other loans 
for at least 12 months, but that 
they can purchase bonds on the in- 
stalment plan over a twelve-month 
period.

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A Giant Airplane Armada 
Flies Over London, Manned 
By Many British War Aces

(By Norman Cribbens) 
WELVE powerftil Spitfires roared over London's cheering millions, 
manned by Battle of Britain aces who tcok to the sky in memory of 
the earlier, slower Spitfires which battled the Luftwaffe exactly five years 
previously and on that memorable September 15, 1940, sent 185 German 


‘planes falling in flames, 

Behind the Spitfires in the 30-mile 
parade of squadrons came 300 fight- 
ers and fighter-bombers of fighter 
and coastal commands. Mustangs 
flew with Spitfires, Typhoons anc 
Beaufighters in perfect formation, 
screaming Tempests streaked by at 
greater heights. Seemingly slow by 
comparison were the fleet Mosquitoes. 
At the end of the line searing across 
the stecly sky came  jet-propelled 
Meteors 

Above. the roar of this armada 
flycis heard terse commands radioed 
by Group Capt. Douglas Bader, leg- 
hk ace and onetime commander of 
the RUA.F.’s ell-Canadian squadron, 
who led the procession in an immacu- 
late Mark XI Spitfire. Bader, who 
wore White kid gloves and the blue

Not being able to do this we are going to lose the Furo- 
pean market in the long run, and then what is going to 
happen to the price of livestock—and the income of the 
farmer? And when the farmer can’t get good prices for'| 
livestock he will cut down production and the packers will, 
be out of work. With both farmers and packers with little | 
or no revenue it can readily be seen what will happen to| 
the market for coal in western Canada, 

And who will gain by strikes and walk-outs. Canada| 
must keep producing and keep her markets if she is to} 
prosper. This is what our leaders are trying to do for us. | 
They should have the support of everyone in the country 
in an endeavor to bring about the desired result.

PAYMENTS FOR BARLEY

(By H. G. L. Strange) 


The Government announces that 
the advance equalization paymen' 
to farmers, which hitherto has been 
15 cents a bushel on all barleys, 
will be inceased to 20 cents a bush- 
cl: but that the 5 cents premium, 
which farmers hitherto received 
who produced malting barley, will 
be paid into the equalization fund 
und given to all barley growers; 
this no doubt for the reason that 
feed barley at the moment is in as 
great demand as is malting barley. 

First to be noted is that the malt-
